Water Advocates in the Ma- 
jority at Monday Night 
Meeting. 

A meeting of the residents on 
South Main and South Virginia 
streets, was held at the H. B. M. A. 
Monday night to consider the dust 
situation. 

.Last year the territory from 12th 
street south to and including Alumnae 
avenue was sprinkled by contract by 
M. C. Boyd & Co., for about $1,100, 
each property owner paying $8. The 
sprinklers ran twice a day on week 
days and once on Sunday. 

There were 55 persons represented 
in the meeting Monday night and 34 
voted for water sprinkling again and 
21 for oil. The same contract made 
last year can be made again this year 
for water, but there is much differ- 
ence of opinion on the kind of sprink- 
ling. Nearly all of the property 
owners on Main street out to 17th 
prefer oil and some are very emphat- 
ic in saying that they will not tike 
water at any price. Other citizens in 
the same territory and beyond say 
they will not have the oil at any price. 
These, however, are exceptions and 
most of the people arfl willing to take 
whichever the majority votes for. 
Nothing was accomplished at the 
meeting held, except committese 
were appointed to canvass the terri- 
tory and get .an expression from all 
who were absent. The water advo- 
cates will try to raise the required 
amount, even if they have to pay for 
those who refuse to help. The oil 
advocates from 12th to 17th streets 
are planning to get an estimate on the 
cost of oil for 5,000 square yards, 
about 2,500 to 3,000 gallons for one 
application and the same quantity for 
a second application in the fall. The 
last time street oil was purchased 
here the price was a little less than ti 
cants delivered and shipment were 
made in 6,000-galloa tanks.

RANGERS 

Carry Two and a Half Pound 
Telephone. 

Washington, April 18.— A portable 
telephone, made of aluminum and 
weighing 2A pounds, the invention of 
Forest officer, R. B. Adams, of 
Missoula, Montana, will be a part of 
the regular equipment of patrolmen 
on the National Forests the coming 
season. This instrument is regarded 
as a great improvement over the set 
formerly used, which weighed ten 
pounds. 

It is said that a field man equipped 
with this telephone, a few yards of 
light emergency wire, and a short 
piece of heavy wire to make the 
ground connection can cut in any- 
where along the more than 20,000 
miles of Forest Service telephone 
lines and get in touch with the head- 
quarters of a supervisor or district 
ranger. To talk, one end of the emer- 
gency wire is thrown over the tele- 
phone line, the two ends are connect- 
ed to the portable instrument, and the 
instrument is connected to the ground 
wire, the end of which must be 
thrust into the damp earth or in water. 
Contact with the line wire is made 
possible by removal of the insulation 
from a few inches of the emergency 
wire. 

The Adams instrument does not 
ring the bell of the receiving tele- 
phone, but instead causes a screecli- 
ing sound from a small megaphone- 
sha|>e apparatus descriptively known 
as a "howler." This instrument is 
installed at the range station telephone 
and is said to effective notice that 
some one is on the line. If the field 
man needs to talk with someone else- 
where on the line, the ranger station 
instrument can be used to ring up 
the per>on wanted, when the conver- 
sation can be carried on. 

Forest otficeus say that these port- 
able phones are especially valuable in 
reporting fires ami other emei gem » s 
with the least possible delay, and also 
in sending instructions to field men 
and keeping (he district rangers in- 
formed as to the progress of work 
going on in the field, thus supple- 
menting the regular telephone sets 
mstalled at lookout points, ranger 
stations, and at convenient intervals 
along Forest Service roads ami trails.

ANCIENTS HAD SHORTHAND 

The System Used by Old Reman* and 
Hebrew* Wa* Not Baaed on Pho- 
netic* Like Our*. 

Wa are told in a recent story, that 
not only the Roman*, but the ancient 
Hebrews, possessed fine systems of 

stenography, and that public men 
took stenographers with them whor- 
ever they went. This I* not true 
in any atrlct sense, the New York 
Mail states. The ancient Itomnns and 
Hebrew* hnd systems of shorthand, 
but not all stenography. Their short- 
hand consisted of abbreviations, the 
uso of letters for words; tho introduc- 
tion of arbitrary systems, and that 
kind of things. No systclh of phonet- 
ic stenography, *uch as wo have at the 
presont day, In which a fluent character 
represents a certain sound, and in ac- 
cordance with which the sounds of hu- 
man speech can be transcribed as they 
are uttered, was known to the an- 
cients. The shorthand system invent- 
ed by Clro, the secretary of Cicero, 
1* well known; It ha* no phonetic ba- 
sis. Two amanuenses were neces- 
sary to keep up with a speaker, and 
there are even tales that Caesar kept 
six amanuonscs going at once. It is 
certainly a long Jump from that to the 
handy girl of today, whose swift pen- 
cil easily keeps up with a man * ut- 
terance*. 

Few people at the present day have 
any Just or correct understanding of 
phonetics. The average person con- 
fuses the names of a letter of the al- 
phabet with the sound which it is sup- 
posed to represent, falls to distinguish 
between diphthongs like long "i" and 
the simple vowel sounds, and in many 
ways betrays the fact that he is quite 
without a phonetic sense. The teach- 
ing of stenography has spread a 
knowledge of phonetics, and in the 
long run must produce a much more 
general realization ot the ridiculous- 
ness and wastefulness of our present 
system of spelling the English lan 
guage. 



ALPINE GRANDEUR AMAZING 



Nature Has Wrought Great Changer 
to Uplift Their Magnificent 
Peaks — Volcanic Work. 

Nothing in the world's history is 
more impressive than the story of the 
Alps. Ten or twelve million years 
ago, possibly far more, a long unseen 
line of weakness, a crack or fissure 
in the earth's crest, stretched away 
from France eastward hundreds of 
miles. On this line followed huge vol- 
canic outbursts. 

Next ensued a vast slow subsidence, 
which went on through geologic 
epochs until where Mont Blanc now 
rears its summit 15,780 feet was a sea 
fringing an old continent.
